Murder and Life Insurance. 
j 


AJTOTHBK Hunter-Armstrong case 


comes M) us from Reading, Pa. An old 
man named Ruber, residing in a retired 
part of Lebanon County, Pa., was mur- 
dered, it ie alleged, lost December in 
order to collect about $15,000 in poli- 
cies of insurance upon his life. 
Uuber, 


it appears, had neither family nor near 
relatives in tho country. His life was 
insured at one time for the benefit of 
mere acquaintances for nearly 880.000, 
but the beneficiaries, who were also the 
payers of the premiums, were unable 
to meet the payments, and only §15,000 
remained payable at Ruber's death. 
There were suspicious circumstances 
connected with the old man's death, 
and the insurance companies resolved 
to investigate before paying the largo 
amount for which Kuber's death made 
them liable. The result of their in- 
quiries has been the arrest of tivo moil 
chained with murder and conspiracy. 
Two of tho men were hire^l for $1,000 
to do the killing and the other three 
were the pcrsfins to whom the policies 
of insurance were payable. According 
to tho sU>ry eit ono Peters, who swears 
to the allldavit on which the alleged 
conspirators and murderers worn ur- 
rested, his suspicions being aroused, ho 
stationed himself in a wood and saw 
the two hired villains throw Utibor 
from a plank crossing a shallow stream, 
and then hold his head under water un- 
til he was dead. 


The story is sufficiently horrible. 


Taken in connection with tho Hunter- 
Armstrong case, it shows that lifo in- 
surance has its horrors. When men 
permit their lives to be) insured for tho 
benefit of strungetrs, whether creditors 
or ne>t, it would not bo improper for 
both insurer und insured to rctlect on 
tho possibility of crime coming to 
shorten tho life of the insured. Uy tho 


liuv- 


no beneficial interest in tho life of 


a person, be permitted to insure that 
life? A creditor, u wife, a child has au 
interest in tho life of his debtor, hus- 
band, parent. Pot-sons coming within 
those classes should bo permitted to in- 
sure tho life of parties so related lo 
them; but no creditor should bo per- 
mitted to insure for more thun his 
debt. On tho either hand, mere stran- 
gers ought to bo prohibited from insur- 
ing a life, eir at least stringent regula- 
tions ousrht to ho thrown around the 
taking of such rinks. In cases like tho

Tho next summer, one 
hot day, as I was wati-hinjr the lirst 
hon with a brood of chickens, and 
wondering how she could have been so 
much I'ro/.e.n without injury, iioucurrcd 
to my mind thut when 1 was a small 
boy my mother told me to put the cat 
and throe of four kittens into a bag anil 
take thorn to Bare IHU Brook and 
drown them. When there 1 tied a 
stone and n long cord to the bag and 
pushed the whole oil' tho stone bridge 
into the water. When there was ho 
more motion in the bag 1 hauled it out, 
emptied its contents upon the broad 
atone and started for home. It was a 
hot summer's day, and tho ' Old Oak' 
by the wayside tempted mo with its 
cool shade awhile, arid when I reached 
homo my mother said, 'Why did you 
not drown tho cat, as I told you?' She 
knew that I did not wish to do it. 1 
replied, and insisted that I did. 'There 
is no use in telling that story. Go and 
look out of the back door and see what 
you have to say.' I was astoriishod, if 
ever a boy is in that state of mind. 
Sure enough, the same cat I had left 
on the bridge as dead wits sitting there 
licking her fur and thut of the kitten 
left ut homo. But I spoke the truth 
with so much earnestness that my 
mother was nonplussed, and let it pass 
with, apparently a strong impression 
that something ought to bo dune. That 
cat performance had always haunted 
me, and brought to mind in connec- 
tion with the then mystery about the 
hens, 1 asked myself if there might not 
bo a like cause in both cases, arid as I 
had u few days before obtained a 
largo dog for experiments, I forth- 
with bagged him and subjected him 
to the water ordeal. He was no wi/,- 
ard, but drowned easily. I did not 
dare to risk him long under water, but 
as soon as he was quiet and his pulso 
had stopped he was taken out and laid 
in the hot sun on tho hot boards lead- 
ing into the barn doors. In a short 
time I had the pleasure of feeling his 
pulse and seeing him breathe. 
I tried 


tho experiment the next day with full 
faith, and for n long time, as I then 
thought, leaving him utider water full 
twenty minutes, and in about half an 
hour the dog and myself were equally 
happy in his complete restoration—the 
dog over a large piece of meat that I 
gave him as a kind of compensation, a 
kind of Bcrgh memorial for his instru- 
mentality in the successful experiment; 
and I because—well is there any mer- 
ited gratification equal to that arising 
from an experiment that confirms a 
scientific deduction? I thought 1 would 
make it pure by drowning the cat. She 
proved to be of the same nine-lived 
race with the one I left on the bridge, 
equally faithful to the master power of 
the sun's rays. I was now prepared to 
commend the conclusion I had reached 
to my mother's attention; as I had 
always supposed that a suspicion jet 
lurked in her mind about the cat story. 
But I was again surprised to hear her 
say that she did not remember anything 
about it, but thought 1 had bettor 
not "be trying any more experiments 
with the cat, as she was a cood mouser 
and could not be spared. Her poor 
memory was not long after explained 
by a farmer's wife happening to re- 
mark • Mothers forget drefful easy the 
bad doin's of their ooys.'"

A wisiTKKin Lund and Voter gives an

His great delight is in a small pond o:

whore ho dips it, and straightway it 
disappears down his throat, no matter 
what the size may be. Ho was once 
given a mutton-chop which had boon 
dusted with pepper and salt, prepara- 
tory to frying' it. This he swallowed 
without knowing what he was eating; 
but soon finding it not very agreeable 
in his crop, he at once brought it up 
again (which ho has a facility for do- 
ing), and coolly walked to his pond, 
where ho washed tho chop, and swal- 
lowed it to his satisfaction—a most 
sagacious performance on his part. He 
frequently catches' sparrows and other 
small birds which come within his 
reach; these ho swallows at once. I 
had no idea they were such omnivorous 
birds." 


Perils of Agriculture in Tyrol. 


TUB persistence with which human- 


ity attaches itself to fertile land with- 
out regard to danger is illustrated else- 
where than hero. The peasants on the 
slopes of Vesuvius pusn their cultiva- 
tion and plant their homes in the very 
track of a possible lava stream, and, 
all the world over, facility for obtain- 
ing a livelihood blinds the cultivator 
to all rinks. (Jrohman says: "In tha 
Wild-Sohonau, North Tyrol, not a few 
of the houses are built on such steep 
slopes that a heavy chain has to be 
laid round the houses and fastened to 
some lirm object—a 
large tree or 


bowlder o$ rock higher up. 
In one 


village off the Puster Thai, and in two 
others off tho Oberinn Thai, many of 
the villagers c-omo to church with 
crampoons on their fefil, the terrible 
steep slopes on which their huts are 
built, somewhat like a swallow's nest 
on a wall, requiring this precaution- 
ary measure. In Moos—a village not 
very far from the Brenner, having a 
population of 
8UO inhabitants—more 


than ;>00 men and women have been 
killed since 17.08 by falls from the in- 
credibly steep slopes upon which the 
pasturages of this village are situated. 
So steep arc they, in fact, that only 
goaU, and even they not everywhere, 
can be trusted to graze on them, and 
the hay for the larger cattle bag to be 
cut and gathered by the band of man." 


I have myself seen, in walking amorig 


thfl hills, little stores of gross piled 
against the upper side of protecting 
trees, where it had been 
brought 


in armfuls when cut by the spike-shod 
mower. The haymakers gather their 
little crops here and there on the steep 
grass-patches, almost at the limit of 
vegetation, pack it in net« or in sheet*, 
ana bring it on their shoulders down 
the steep and dangerous paths. My 
earlier idea of an " alp" was that of a

Lastly, n solution containing 6 per 
cent alum and 5 per cent, phosphate 
of ammonia was tried on linen and 
woolen stud's; the fabrics thus treated 
did not even burn when (hey had pre- 
viously been vigorously rubbed with 
gunpowder. Thu powder flushed, but 
left the stuff uni'on.sunicd. Tho clothes 
lose their incombustibility by gnttins; 
wet or being washed, and it is a disad- 
vantage that they can bu worn only in 
certain places, and that after washing 
a fresh impregnation is required.—N. 
y. Hun. 


Writing by Telegraph. 


AT thu I:r4 meeting of the Electrical 


Society of the Ohio Valley, held at their 
rooms in this city on the evening of 
March 111, Mr. James \V. See presented 
a detailed description, illustrated by 
photographs, of his new autographic 
telegraphing system, which he terms the 
Kluutro-I'untngrnpli. Mr. S. has had 
liis European specification in London 
over two years, and ns the public pre- 
sentation of the subject before the 
above-named society, of which ho is a 
member, was tho direct result of an 
article appearing in our columns some 
days ngo, to tho effect that a similar 
system wns soon to be made public in 
London, we havo felt called upon to go 
over tho pupurs rend before tho Elcic- 
tricnl Society, nnd digest it for tho ben- 
clit of our readers. 


By means of this system one may 


walk into » telegraph oflice, pick up a 
lead-pencil, stick its point through n 
hole in the end of a pointed rod at- 
tached to the instrument, and write his 
message or letter, or cheek, or note (if 
hand, in any language, short-hand or 
long-hand, good writing or bad. nnd as 
he does so u similar pencil at a station 
hundreds of miles away follows every 
movement, and this pencil coincidcntly 
produces a perfect duplicate of the 
author's writing. This affair opens up 
line questions ns to what constitutes a 
legal note of hnnd. Thoro can bo no 
doubt but what such a note is actually 
written by the, maker. No intermediate 
process intervenes botweon the maker 
ami tho distant noto, nnd the law docs 
not say how long or how short a pencil 
must be, or whether it is to bo made of 
wood and blacklead, or of wire and 
batteries 
and retorts, and electro- 


magnets nnd mechanism. 


Mr. See's system is based on the 


theory, fully demonstrated in his pa- 
per, that linos, no matter how complex 
they may ue, possess but two essential 
elements: direction and length; nnd 
there are but two fundnmuntal direc- 
tions; and that nil possible directions 
aro formed by a combination of two 
of these fundamental directions. 
The 


fundamental directions are down, left, 
right and up. 
Tho effect of a combi- 


nation of two directions is fully dctinod 
by the woll-knowu philosophical laws 
of resultant forces, the fundamental 
elements of all lines being tho compo- 
nents. 


Tho instrument consists of four keys 


closing four clec'.ric circuits. Those 
keys nro opened by the rotation of 
toothed pinions, nnd tho pinions arc ro- 
tated by toothed racks having articu- 
lated rods attached. Tho pencil sock- 
et is at the puncture of these rods. A 
movement of the pencil in ono diruc 


livers them exactly as received. The ! 
author at the sending end places his 
pencil at the top of his sheet of paper; 
the weird pencil at the receiving sta- 
tion takes its position at a correspond- 
ing spot upon its sheet of paper; the 
author finishes a line and returns to 
commence a new one; the receiving 
pencil returns to commence its new 
line, and when the sender finishes and 
gives the final flourish to his signature, 
the obedient receiving pencil passively 
does the snmo, and watts for moro in- 
fluences 
from 
abroad. When the 


sender lifts his pencil from the paper, 
and returns to cross a t or dot an i, the 
receiving pencil lifts, moves, mysteri- 
ously through tho air, crosses its t, 
etc., and goes on as the sender does. 


This lifting of tho pencil is effected 


by means which havo not yet been de- 
scribed. The pencil at tho receiving 
ollice stands normally away from tho 
paper, but is held down to the paper 
by an electro-magnet as long as a fifth 
circuit is closed. This fifth circuit is 
kept closed by tho sender's pencil being 
down. If the sender lifts his pencil 
this circuit opens, the electro-magnet 
loses its force, and the receiving pencil 
lifts from the papor to return only 
when tho sending pencil does. 


But a single instrument is employed, 


it being both a sender nnd a receiver, 
and any numbcrof them may be placed 
in a single lino. The normal condition 
of the instrument is " out of action," 
Tho usual signals are employed upon 
nny one of the circuits, and, upon a 
station being called, a response is 
given, tho shoot placed in position, tho 
pencils placed in unison, and, tho re- 
ceiving lever turned, the pencil begins 
its magic journey. — Cincinnati JSn- 
guinr.

It i a si in ply because 
one kind lady hits thought of a way to 
make them glad every day, and while 
they arc playing, and having delight- 
ful times, to teach thorn what will really 
opun to them a better lifo whun too old 
for play. 


A school! yes, even a school, but one 


of u new kind, whore toys and games 
(sikii thu place of books, and so charm- 
ing that the little Hoholnra mourn over 
u holiday, and fairly cry when threat- 
ened with " vacation." It is :i pleasant 
-sight, yet one th at .somehow brings tears 
to grown-np eyes, to see, a room full 
of llieao little ones, gathered in from 
tho slrectH and alleys of Iho great city, 
lianil.s and faces washed, and all at 
happy play, while really learning to bo 
neat little housemaids, ready, when big 
enough, to become busy with honest 
work, instead of with mischief. I wish 
every one of you could look in on the 
•scene, hut at least you may sc.e part of 
it in imagination, while you rend how 
this wonder is wrought. 


I'nnoy u poor little girl, not more 


than live or six yours old, brought in 
from the streets, where slio has never 
learned anything good. 
Sho is placed 


in a sunny, bright room, where (lowers 
art! growing iind pictures lumping, 
She is put into a litllo chair, seated be- 
fore a table just high enough for her, 
and— wondorto her — aset at toy dishes, 
knives, forks, mipkins, glasses and all, 
complete, is set before her. 
Other 


litllo girls are uround her; and, play- 
ing with these, cliarming (Italics, with 
the nelp of kind ladies, she HOOII learns 
to sot a table properly, although she 
has perhaps never before seen half the 
things used. Sho hears tho pretty, 
bright songs; she, leiirns to march and 
to skip— or " hip-pity-hop" — to the 
tho sound of music; she jumps tlic 
rope,; nho swoops with pretty little 
brooms; aho washes in tiny tubs and 
.scrubs with buby scrubbing-brushes; 
she cleans tliu toy dishes; sho makes a 
doll's bud; and all the work is joined 
to music and merry songs — face all 
Kinilcs, and oyos all sparkles. 


This school, called the Kitchen Gni- 


don,

thought," which arose in this way: 
Miss Huntington is nt the head of the 
Wilson Industrial School, in which

Tho school givos dinner to tho schol- 
ars 
every day, and, as

not found practicable to hire enough 
help to do all the work, four girls were 
selected from the school-room every 
day to assist tho cook about this meal. 
To tho surprise and dismay of tho 
teiwjher, they were almost utterly use- 
less, because they did not know how to 
wash a dish nor peel a potato. 


Miss Huntington 
found that she 


needed to spend her whole time in tho 
kitchen teaching them, and, as there 
was 250 to bo taught, and only four in 
the kitchen at a time, so that it would 
tiiko more than two months to got 
around once, you cun see what a task 
was before her. Beside, she, was ap- 
palled to think of the girls growing to 
be women, so ignorant of Tiouscwork 
»nd nice houseways. Looking one day 
at a kindergarten, the happy thought 
flashed into her mind that kitchen- 
work could bo taught in the same de- 
lightful way by plays and songs. 


This idea was thought out and put in 


practice by the earnest woman, and 
tho school lias been in operation for 
three yours. 


Beside tho valuable instruction, there 


is over thorn, all the time, tho influence 
of ladies of refinement, who teach from 
desire to bo of real use to them; and, 
without knowing it, the children leurn 
lady-liko ways, neatness of dross and 
of person, quiet tones of voice, and, 
above all, respect for the work that 
true ladies are not ashamed to perform. 


As Hev. Dr. Bellows says, in writing 


of Miss Huntington's plan: " What 
idea of a more valuable and urgent 
character has lately come into any 
woman's head, or any man's, than the 
idea that girls, poor or rich, could be 
taught, in great classes, and by the 
hundred, all the methods of setting tho 
family table, of serving tho food, of 
cleaning knives nnd forks, of washing 
dishes and clothes, of sweeping rooms 
and dusting closets ami ceilings- how 
to handle Knife and fork, broom and 
duster; how and in what order to take 
hold of all forms of household work? 
There is a best way of doing these 
things, and only trained and expo 
rionced housekeepers, by expensively 
trained servants, have hitherto been 
able to practice it. 
Most domestics 


have proved incapable of learning it— 
because they began too late." 


But Miss Huntington takes these lit. 


tie girls in time. There is scarcely a 
thing in the work of an ordinary house- 
servant that they do not learn some- 
thing about. And the good which this 
one nappy thought mny do among the 
very poor of large cities can hardly be 
estimated. It helps the girls them- 
selves to better lives, does good to all
